In bis life and endiug iiiil.ston 'was 
perhaps the typical paiiioruiuu of ihu 
earlj time, c Id 1847 ho bogaa life as 
SBcoQd clisrk on the steamboat Convoy 
(of -whioh C. K. Oiirrison Vfus captiiin 
iinti miiin owiior), riinniui; from St. 
Louis to New Urleaiis. After 'varied 
foriune.s, iu 1840 Commodore .(iarrison 
killed a well kuowii Mississippiun in a 
tight, flhpotlng hbu iu the head juat iu 
time to save hi».owa lifo. The family 
of tho mfin^o killed %y-as a very rich 
and powerful one 'al that liiiie,, aud 
while (Jarrison did wltat he did clearly

, ou the riVer. Ho therefore condud^d 
|to loare tbaSoutb, aud the California 
gold exoitetilent breaking out at that 
time, he went out thei.u, his clerk, Ral- 
' ston following liim. As might be ex- 
poeled. Garrison .•looii became very 
rich, and ti.stabli.sbed the lirni of Garn- 
J3011, Fret-/ & llalston. After making 
an iminuuse fortune, he came east to 
New York!, *lfedviug Rtilston one of the 
Joading (inttlldlera of that section. Ilia' 
flifc. adventures,' and sad dfeablr' We too 
jwell remembered to need further men- 
iiion. — ^an Frdndsoo Foh.

In both eases the cure is brought about 
by inoculation willi attenuated poisou 
o-erius, iiiid lilihougli Col. Houston made 
Eis discovery purely by accident, ho i.'* 
as great a benefactor to the race as is 
M. Pasteur. 

Col. Hoiistou was hunting in a (Jeor- 
gia swamp with two other colonels 
when ho was suddenly, antl without 
the slightest deliberation, bitten by a 
rattlesnake. Tiie two unbilton colonels 
must bavti been lui'u of iiiiusiial power'* 
of absorption, for when the accident 
ocourred there was not a drop of 
whisky left iu the parly. Whisky, as 
is well known, is an antidote to rattle- 
snake poison if it 'is administered iu 
dosbs of a pint at it time and the dose 
i.s repealed at brief interval.s. No al- 
leiiipi was niailo to give whisky to 
Col. Houston, whii'h sIkmvs that all the 
whisky in the liirce UaskM of llui three 
colonels wa.'S exlnuisied. JMoreovor, 
the niomoai .Coi., Hoii.jifon was bitten, 
thei'«thor two coiouols went ih search 
of a hiedfftal'tiolouel. ' The services of 
the lutti.!!' svuuld'hol have been sought 
had .uut„tko ...hittea -iiiau.iit:eu .iu..im- 
uiinenl daiin'.tr, and lit! would not have 
bqoii iuMljuiger il ■ltd; iiad already had 
his fiill-.sh'hru o'jUho whisjcy carried by 
the Ininlin'ir parly, 'lli'iict! \vc llnd by 
atr oxhmistivo-prot^ess of reasoning that. 
Col. liou.ston's two friends were men 
of great capacity in point of whisky, 
ami they, doubtless felt, as they rushed 
at^tiy liftSrlht) iTittfeSt medical colonel, 
that' tiiey had sollishly imperiled their 
friend's life. 

Left to himself, C<d. Houston lay 
down under a cypres.s tree, wrote a 
brief letter in lead pi'iii-il annouuciiig 
that he was about to die at tlie hand of 
a raltiosnake, and exhorting till surviv- 
ing colonids to carry tin extra supply 
of wiiiskv wiiii tiieiii wiienever engaged 
iu hunting in ratllesilake regions. Ilav- 
iug thus propjired ^oildealli, the colonel 
closed his eyes and tlie iooal mosquitoes 
pre))ared to do their hest work. 

The mostputoos of Tusciimasaugaloo- 
Banoosucswaniparerof immense size 
and sirength. They fell upon Col. 
Houston in thick idond.s, antl bit hiiu 
at tlie rale of two hundred bites ptu- 
minule. In lifleen tuiuutea liie colonel 
felt that he could bear the assaults no 
longer, and thereupon rose up and be- 
gan to flee from the swamp. Ho still 
entertained the idea of Wyiug, but re- 
solved to, die iu some locality less thick- 
ly infested by mosquitoes. Tiio mos- 
tiuitocs, however, followed him until 
lie was entirely out of the swamp and 
half way to his own home. Finding 
that the rattle.stiako bilo^was causing 
him no inconvenience, ifo resolved to 
go home and gp'to bod,^ ■•which he ac- 
cordin'gly did, aWa wolco' "^tip the next 
morning perfectly well, to the un- 
bounded asLouislinienl of all the colo- 
nels of that part of the wlale of Geor- 
gia. 

The facts of this case are beyond 
dispute. Col Houston was bitten on 
the calf of the right log by a large rattle- 
snake; wis treated by a million or so 
of inosqtiiloes, and enlireiy re<^overod. 
This establishes bcyom! a poKsibility of 
doubt that inoculalion with nios(juito 
poison is an aiuioule lo ralilesnako 
pijisoii— a fact wliicli will henceforth 
deprive tin; rattlesnake of all peculiar 
terrors. 

, We may asshnio from thXi aualogv 
furnished by the investi^'-alion of 1\1. 
Piistetir that the iioison of the iiios(iuilo 
is, ideutical. Willi Llialof tlie rattlesnake, 
and dill'ers from it only in the fact that 
il is.greallj'.altciiiiated. ll curc:s raltio- 
snake poisoning iULtho same way that 
inoculation with the atUiuuated virus 
of'rabit'S cures hydrophobia. I \S'e have 
hero an explanation of the oriirin of the 
piosquito. 'i'liat iiincb-maiii'nc'd insect 
exists wherever the rait lesiii^ke exists, 
and is created solely in orilfcr that an 
aulidoto to 9n;ike-poisouing may always 
bo within reach. Hereafter when a 
man is bilttiii by a ralllesnak i, ho will 
instantly expose a large aiuonnt of his 
Burfttco lo,iiio-ii{uilo,cs, antl waiipaiiont- 
.ly until, they have b,illun litni .sjjilicienlly 
to remler the nLlUusuake's poison harm- . 
less. No loii^^tir will the lumporance 
man be cumpelliid, mmili ijgainst his 
will, to, lake,iWh,isky ,\vith'. liipi on his 
.hahipg mnl,|iuiiiing qxciifsiops, a.s an 
antidott(,io the piissibie, sut^ke poist^n- 
ing; and those timid souls who, in their 
fear of rall.lcsiiakcs, have, fiu'ced tliom- 
selyes to use ,ni;;sky as^a. prophylactic 
will be able totally lo'dispense with 
that loathsome, and noxious medicine.

For such IMun or Schedule .i.s may he uiijjrovcd :tnd 
acccpteil h)' the tjorporatlon to pro\ ide an etilcieiit 
sysleiu of Drainage for the City of Victoria, the buni 
of ih.UljU. 

For I lie erection and maintenance of a building ad- 
oinlng the City Hall (era Police Barrecks and Lock- 
up for the ndd City, the sum of $2S,000. 

For purchasing the Elecric Light Plant, as pro- 
vided by the Electric Light By law, 1S83, the siini of 
*12,600. 

Anil for the iiiipro\'eincnt and i-onstriiction of

And wliereas it will require the billn of $U,'J'2'J to lie 
raised annually by spe::ial rate for tho payment of 
the said debt and interest thereon, as is hereinafter 
mentioned. 

And whereas the aoiouht a( the whole ratable pro- 
perty of the said Corporation of the City of Victoria,

THE NEW. CITY LOAN. 

Ono need not be a sour to be enabled to 
predict with accuracy that the bylaw to 
create a new city loan will be opposed — 
perhaps auccossfiilly. That under the ex- 
iating methods of ruisinj; ii revenue an in- 
creased civic income ia necessary will not 
be denied; but.BB was pointed out in those 
columna long ago, at least tine of the esist- 
inf» methods is so obviously de- 
fective and unfair that the man who has 
the enterprise to iuiprove his property is 
taxed upon his- iinprovaniunls vvhilo his 
neighbor, who takes precious good ciiru 
never to put cue brick on another, nl- 
thouKh the value of his property is advan 

■ taged by the other's enterprise, escapes 
without additional impost. What is want 
ed is a reriaiou ijf the reah'stato roll and 
an e()Uali/.atioM of values. By the adop- 
tion of this system there would soon be 
money in hand for all required purposes. 

• Until this has been done it seems like an 
act of supreme folly to ask the ratepayers 
to saddle themselves with additional ta.\- 
ationfor improvements for which under a 
revised assessment roll there would be 
sufficient funds in hand to pay. In s.iy 
ing this wo do not wish to be understood 
as endorsing the remarks of our eateeuiod 
morning contemporary concerning the 
water supply and drainage. Pure water 
and f,'ood drainage— the latter reijuire- 
mont being the most essential — are alone 
necessary to make thi.s city an earthly 
paradise. The city could wait, our 

. contemporary assorts, "several years" for 

" '^r^inage. It has already waited twenty- 
two yeara'for it and if ik^Eropoaes only to 
expend §5,000 of the propo8e3''"lonn-- of 
§100,000 for that great essential it ia evid- 
ent that it will have to wait at least 
twenty-two years more. If of the -sum of 
8100,000 §75,000 was to go towarii.s 
drainage, and the remainder wa.s equally 
divided between a lock-up and the electric 
light, the loan would stand a chance of 
popular approval even with the objection- 
able. feature of increased taxation attach- 
ed. The use of private lilters will enable 
the publis to get on with the water they 
BOW have for a few years longer; but hu- 
man nature must succumb before bad 
drainage and open sewers. What we 
should like to see is a postponement of 

" tl'.G qucstioii liiitil-il.uie i.ia^ liiieii a revi- 
sion of the realeatatu roll. If Vvlien that 
has been done it .should then be found 
that a loan is necessary let it be suHicient- 
ly large to meet all requirements and in- 
sure the public good drainage as well as 
good water and good light. 

THE AQRWULTURAL BUILDING. 

The effort of Mr. Beaven to make it 
appear, through our esteemed morning 
contemporary, that the provincial secre- 
tary is trying to kill the agricultural show 
is characteristic of the man. There is 
not now nor was there ever a misunder- 
atanding between the govoriiuioiit and the 
agricultural society with respect to the 
character of the buildings to be erected. 
No member of the society or of the city 
council objected to the use of the build- 
ings as immigrant sheds at such times as 
they were not required for exliibitioi; ))ur- 
poses. The question at issue was one of 
location entirely. The government want- 
ed a site selected near the residence of 
Mr. Postmaster Wallace. The society 
contended that the proper site was near 
the cricket ground. Subsequently the 
council adopted the view i.f the society and 
set apart the portion they h,id selected. 
The government, therefore, believing that 
the location would be inconvenient fnr 
immigrant sheds have withhel d $2jO (," 
and p urpose ti ^ a vote it tu t he l ii utition 
tloils in another part of the sub- 
"urbs. Mr. Heaven, " Oiti/.eii," 

is wilfully in error when he says that the 
dispute urrose because the government 
uked the use of the buildings for inuni- 
eration purposes. No objection of the 
kind was raised. So far from that, being 
the case, we believe that the a.H.iociatiuu 
would have no ubjectiun lu the buildings 
they propose to erect being used for im- 
migration purposes if the gnvernmeiil felt 
that they could give the money and keep 
faith with the house. It seems too bad 
that even 811 beneficial and popular an ob 
jectas an agricultural show cannot be pro- 
jected without an attempt being made by 
the loader of the opposition to drag it in- 
to the "filthy pool of politics." I'eo- 
pie have only , ib-'i refleict . that while 
the late government were in office 
they did little or nothing to advance the 
cause of agriculture, and that Mr. 
Beaven, allhongh miui.iter of agnciiltiire 
for several year.s, nevi-r onci; salHiiitii'il a 
report to the house, to know how hollow 
his present pretensions are. The existing 
governmetit are doing all in their power 
to advance every interest, and have cor- 
lainly stimulated agriculture while their 
predecessors ignored it. N(j one can 
possibly complain of the leader of the 
opposititni criticising the goveinmenl 
policy; but critics should alway.s adhere 
to the truth. 

INDIA'S wui<:at. 

All English parliamentary committee on 
Indian railways ia bringing out some use- 
ful evidence on the subject of wheat prcj- 
duction in India. It has been proved 
that the low rate of exchange has done 
much tu encourage the wheat trade, and 
that a rise i.n the rate would check the 
impetus lately given to ipcreased cultiva- 
tion of the cereal. Dr. W. N. Hunter, 
director of statistics in India, has fur- 
nished much valuable information in re- 
gard to the subject. In answer to ques- 
tions as to the price at which wheat can 
be grown with profit in India, Dr. Flun- 
ter aaid that the cultivator would cortaiiily 
be well paid if ho got l(is. to 18s. i)er 
quarter, while at the latter price the area 
of wheat cultivation would be imuieiisely 
increased. But tlio witness went on to 
point out that wheat at 18s. in the inturior 
meant 22s. at Jubbulpore, and 24s. in 
London — a price about lO.-i. in excess of 
the present average price of Tiidian wheat 
at Mark Lane. Dr Hunter's estimate of 
IGs. to 18s. per quarter ia based on the 
results of recent experiments oariied out 
by the Indian government. He explained, 
however, tliat hired labor was employed 
in these oxperiments, whereas the Indian 
cultivator aoldoin emphjys labor, and 
when there ia a prolific harvest ho must 
sell Ilia surplus wheat at any price he can 
({et. The actual cost of growing wheat 
with hired labor and efficient supervision 
was about 12a. per quarter. The margin 
between that sum and IGs. to 18s. per 
quarter would be profit. A rich soil will 
yield two and a half quarters an acre, 
while some land only produces one quar- 
ter to the acre. These are not high profits 



for men who farm only a few acres of 
land, and yet at the prices, as has been 
shown, wheat cannot be sent to England 
to pay expenses. It ia clear, therefore, 
that either the Indian cultivator must 
grow wheat at considerably leas than even 
15.». per quarter or the rates of convey- 
ance must be decreased. In England 
there are many influential advocates of 
the promotion of railways by the state in 
India and of the carriage of grain at low- 
rates. It remains to bo seen whatadvicn 
the aeleot committee will give up<m this 
important question.

The Chinese Coiiiiuisision and 
(he Pi-ovineial <jiovernuieHt. 

Tu TiiK EuiTOK. — Oreat anxiety exists 
as to what the provincial government 
mean to do respecting the Chinese ques- 
tion. It ia whispered that they propose 
to stand aloof, but this policy will be con- 
demned. Kor what reason should they 
stand aloof, if they are sincere oil the 
qtiestiony They have committed them 
selves, and so have our Dttawa represen- 
tatives, to certain statements respecting 
the otfect of Chinese immigration, and 
these statements induced the house of 
commons to pass a resolution adverse to 
such immigration. Wtiereupon the Do- 
minion government came forivaid and 
said — "Hold on, this is a weighty matter, 
the home government have to be con- 
sidered; those atatenionts in dispatches 
and speeches must be tested; we will ap- 
point a commission." Primarily, there- 
fore, our government and our representa- 
tives are arraigned. How, then, can the 
provincial government stand aloof in 
what so much concerns ther.i and tho 
public through them? Tho Dominion 
government by appointing Judge Gray, a 
reaident in the province, admit that 
provincial interests should be represented 
to the extent of one-half of tlie commis- 
sion. This ia satisfactory in iirinoiple, 
but, in fact, tho proposed arrangeniout is 
very unsatisfactory to tho people, without 
impugning Mr. Gray's integrity or ability 
in his own profession. Even were both 
commissioners unoxcoptionable, a commis- 
siim composed of two is not well fitted for 
the investigation of a complex social sub- 
jiict. There ought to be' room .for a 
minority report. The shortness of time 
for the inquiry which should extend to 
dilTerBnt districts, the prgsaure up^O Mr. 
Oi-ay of Ilia judicial duties, and other ob- 
jections to the commission have been 
already mentioned by you. Probably the 
Dominion government, having re<iuired 
as above shown, in principle, that we 
ought to have half the commission, thinks 
that everything is satisfactory, and how 
are thoy to know tho contrary if our gov- 
ernmetit— one of tho parties arraigned in 
tlio innniry—Btanda alocf and d!.;;.-, noth- 
ing? By and by — for a second time on 
t his C bin ese qtiestion — thaJioiniuiiou guv 
erument may again say: "We never 
heard of any objections from your govern- 
ment. " 

I may add that it is most unusual to 
appoint aa aecretary of a commiasiou an 
entire stranger to the subject of tho in- 
quiry and to the men and things of the 
locality. He ia commonly chosen us be- 
ing thoroughly coiiveraaat with these. 
Tho appointment, perhaps, cannot now be 
objected to, but it makes the apjiniutment 
of suitable commissioners all the more 
iioccsaary.

Itriii^iiitr Horses from Kain- 
loops Across the Rockies 
to racLcod. 

In the Crow's Neat pass, the trail to 
ten miles this side of the Summit, ia ex - 
cellent, from that point this nay it is 
much the same as last year, except for 
some few inipruvemeuta made by men 
driving stock through. Very little ex- 
penditure would make this portion of the 
trail all that could be desired. 

]Mr. ILdU-ui-Hiill Kamlooi)s, 
y, Firil.ish Columbia, wlinse ar 
rival we have noticed elsewhere, ga^-e us 
a call this mornini/. We gathered the 
following information concerning liia trip: 
They left K.unloops on the 18th of April, 
and had a very successful trip, the horses 
being brought through with little loss and 
in fine condition. Pinclier creek was 
reached on the 2d of July. A delay of 
two weeks was rendered necessary at 
Tobacco Plains owing to high water in 
Elk river. T'his river is very rapid, and a 
dangerous stream to cross in high water,., 
a simile misatop made by a liorae being 
fatal. The route Ironi Kamloopa is, fir.st 
to Sooyooa lake, 175 mile.s; thence they . 
followed the Okaiiagaii river, and croaaod 
the Columbia river about 40 miles above 
the mouth of the Okaimgaii at Chewela, 
corning through what ia known as the Big 
Bend country tu Spokane l''alls, a beaiiti 
ful country to travel thloUgh, the feed 
being excellent, though water ia scarce in 
some pUicea.

Mr. Van Home — Magnificent; all kinds 
of cereals are going to be an abundant 
crop.

FRANCE. 

P.^r.ls, .•\ug, ■1,-- -The opening session of 
the congress, composed of the two houses 
of parliament, which assembled at Mar- 
seilles tu-day, to undertake the revision 
of the constitution, broke up in great dis- 
order after a atoriny session. Lerosir's 
proposal to adojtt tho standing of tho as- 
sembly of 1871, was agreed to. Hoth 
right and loft took part in the interrup- 
tions. As soon as this niiiUey was dis- 
posed of. Minister Ferry ascended the 
tribune to introduce tho Bclieme of re- 
vision. Androaux and others protested 
that Ferry was out of order. It was con- 
tandad the committees ought to be elected 
first. As Aiidreaus was aecendina the 
tribune the niombors formed a semi-circle 
around him, and a scene of wild excite- 
ment ensued, tho president thereupon 
put en his hat and suspended tho sitting. 

Pauls, .-Vug. 4. — One section of the 
Paru pres.s demands the recall of Wad- 
dingtoii, French ambassador at London, 
and author of tho Anglo-French agroo- 
mont which was defeated in the Egyptian 
conference. It is reported that Wadding- 
ton offers lo roaigii. Tho Figaro, roferriii" 
to the subject says, that Waddiiigton 's 
successor must display greater oneroy 
against the spread uf English power. Tlio 
French and English interests are now 
completely opposed, and a contlict is 
inevitable in the near future. 'I'ho rup- 
ture of the conference, the paper saj's, is 
a gravo enough oveut; but it hopes it will 
not have to announce that the larent cun- 
llicl has passed to open hostilities. 

Lii Repiiblique Fraticaise maintain that, 
although the agreement hua lapsed, Eng- 
land had admitted the claims of France 
to special rights in Egypt. France, the 
paper says, must vindicate her rights. 
England has not evicted Europe from 
Egypt. England's asserted freedom and 
power of action are delusive. 

MAHsBtBtBS, Aug. 4. — During tho past 
24 hours there have been 28 deaths from 
cholera. 

GERMANY. 

Beklim, Aug. 4 —Germany has asked 
tho African International Association to 
dispose of land in the Congo country on 
favorable terms to German traders and 
colonists. Directors of tho association 
reply that the territory is open to the 
world, and they are willing to negotiaro 
with tho Gernians, who seriously intend 
founding a settloinoiit there. 

Brkli.v, Aug. 4. — Peace conference was 
opened to-day. Federal Councillor Bua- 
hoiinel presided. He urged that wars 
could only be obviated by iiitornational 
laws and by the formation of internation- 
al tribunals. Several speakers eulogized 
the objoota of tho conference. 

TURKEY. 
Co.NSTANTl.NOl'LK, .Aug. 4. —The Floroda, 
sto.imor from Saloiiica, was stopped by 
government authority in tho DardnnoliBs. 
If is known this action has no relation to 
qiiarantine regulations, nnd the station 
iniiiiatur has protested against the action, 
and demanded heavy damages for the de- 
tent ion. 

E.-\ STERN STATES. 
Nuw Orleans, Aug. 4. —The National 
cotton exchanges report July more favor- 
able for the cotton crop. 

CALIF^ORNIA. 

San Franolsuo, Aug. 4 —A dispatch 
received here from Albany, N. Y. , says 
tho Isthmus Pacific railroad with a capi- 
tal of §12,000,000 has just been incor- 
porated by BX-Senator Sharon of Nevada, 
and others. Tho company proposes to 
build a railroad across the Isthmus nf 
Panama, and operate the same m c nj'.'nc- 
tion with a steamship lino. Mr. Sharon 
being questioned about the pio.spect said 
he know but little of it except that the 
enterprise had been undertaken by a few 
largo capitalists, and it was possible they 
had elected him one of the directors.

EUROPE.

London, Aug. 4. .Vcconliiig to the latest 
advices tho Muhdi, now lighting the negro 
tribes around Geb-el-Gails, who refuse to 
join him, asserted that he had dispatched a 
force to Khartoum to take Gordon alive or 
dead. Ho ordered all the wells between 
Koorsko and Berber to be lilled lip. The 
Sultan of Zaiiitibar sent a message to Gor- 
don inviting him to /auzibar. 

Advices from .\ssuain state that a refugee 
merchant has arrived there nnd rcjiorts that 
Biohareiis had titormed Berber on the 8th 
of June, and there was very severe tlghtiug 
and many casualties. The rebels built walls 
against (ion. Gordon, whose steamers cap- 
tured several of their boats, laden with 
provisions.

Sydney niui Melbourne Compared 
with American Cities. 

"Thero is a great dili'ereuco between 
Melbourno and Sydney," said a younff 
"ontleman from Australia to a San 
Francisco Chronicle reporter. "Sydney 
is a quiot place, a rather goody-goody' 
sort of a town, you know, while Mol-, 
bourne, on the contrary. Is fast — nearly", 
as fast as Saii Francisco, though I mnst^ 
say that I havo scon more in this oityJ 
than in any part of tho world." '. 

"Do our people remind you ot thosaj 
you have left at homo?" i 

"Yes, they do. You resemble tho' 
Melbourae people. There the girls oaj 
the street dross to kill. You see quite, 
as much silk and satin ou tha streeta, 
there as you do here, whilo in Sydney 
the women go abroad iu sober gar-J 
ments." 1 

"In Melbourne are they fond of 
pleasure?" 

"Certainly thoy are — Tory fond of It. 
But, you see, your tastes are diffarent 
from ours. W o are fond of outdoor 
amusomeritfl. Why, tho races Willi 
bring out tho whole town, and a foot- 
ball or a cricket match will attract a 
crowd of twenty thon.saud pooplu. 
Everybody enjoys an outing in tho 
country, and for six months in the. 
year there is nothing thought of but 
pic-nies." 

"How do your people patronize the 
theater?" 

"In Sydney a <rood piece will have a 
run, whilo a variety show will not got 
an audience, though in Melbourne a 
variety performance secures fair pat- 
ronage. An old theatrical manager 
told me thu other day that he consid- 
ered Melbourne, San Francisco, and 
New Orleans the throe most critical cit- 
ies in the world; that a poor perform- 
ance had a better chance of being pat- 
ronized in Paris or Loudon than in 
either of the.se cities."
